Five members are needed for a quorum so the meeting pro- 
ceeded with progress reports. The following are items that were 
discussed that did not require a vote of the board.

Rousch, and John Schulze. 

1. Technical Committee Chairman is needed. Please apply 
to Dave McIntyre or Trevor Hall if anyone is interested. No 
Technical Committee member stepped forward at the meeting 
on Saturday August 2 that wanted to chair the committee. 

2. Nominating Committee. Dave Gordon, N6SWE, and John 
Schulze, KR6CR, volunteered to serve on the committee. One 
more person is needed. 

3. Membership numbers = 381 members with 153 of those 
members being non-paid family members. 

4. Picnic: 40 adults and one child attended. The picnic site 
was reserved and paid for year July 17, 2004. It was suggested 
that the date may need to be changed, because July 17 may be 
to close to field day. Also year round schools start there next 
semester at the end of July so more members may be on vaca- 
tion in July. It was also suggested to organize attendance of the 
ATV group, and QRP group to provide interesting activities. 
George Rousch has the club banner. 

5. Pacificon: Steering committee meeting August 9 and gen- 
eral meeting August 16. 26 Antenna forum tickets have been 
sold. Pacificon exhibit floor plan has been updated and there 
are only six booths left. Terry Matzkin will pick up convention 
bureau material this week. Still need schedule for Sunday. Staff 
shirts have been ordered. 

6. Field Day reports done. Acquired 3383 points with 42 
contacts on 15 meters, 88 contacts on 40 meters, 9 contacts 
on 75 meters, 1 contact on 10 meters, 15 contacts on 6 meters, 
4 contacts on 2 meter SSB, and 799 contacts on 20 meters. 
Thank you Ken Keeler and the group for the contacts on 20 
meters. Ken Keeler has volunteered to help us get ready for 
field day next year, and John Pascale has again volunteered to 
chair the committee. We also want to thank the San Joaquin 
Yacht club for all the support they gave us with tables, chairs, 
and tools to help set up the site. Use of the canteen next year 
needs to be researched now that Cal and Doty have moved to 
Nevada. 

7. Round Table. Carriers that are mailed are approximately 
126 and 175 e-mails. 160 Carriers are printed each month. 
Club speakers for the rest of the year so far are Bob Vallio, 
W6RGG, in August, and Maurice Valkema, W6STW, will talk 
about MARS in September. Request made that the PDF direc- 
tory be updated and distributed more than once a year.
